Gazette, In this sense. Is being widefcr dis- 
cussed, because it is believed to have 
been Inspired from .Berlin,. The writer 
says public opinion in'Germany see_s in 
King Edwardts course an; attempt*to.dis- 
turb the European equilibrium which; is 
Calculated' to awaken misgivings .regard- 
ing his dis'arment proposal, and finally 
warns Great Britain that "war with Ger- 
many would be dangerous for any op- 
ponent or any coalffion of opponents." 
Ihis sharp language is interpreted by 
the Tagllche Rundschau as meaning tha 
the Gorman government has grown weary 
of the English game of hide and seek 
and the comedy.of peace and. disarment. 
At the foreign office,' when attention 
was-called to the Cologne Gazette's ar- 
ticle, it was stated ;that ,it expressed only 
the edltoria'1 opinion at the paper; that

ORGANIZATION. 


"The value of a~n organization is best 


demonstrated on occasions of 'great 
public calamity, and the existence of 
such an organization as the 
Mer- 


chants' Exchange was of great value 
to the city of Oakland on April 18,- 
1906. 
In addition to .rendering 
all 
the assistance in our power, a sub- 
stantial 
contribution to the. Relief 
Fund was made from the treasury, of 
the organization.

"On June 16th a large committee 


visited Napa and attended the semi- 
annual convention 
of the 
California 


Promotion Committee. 


"On account of the disaster of April 
18th the usual Fourth of July celebra- 
tion was 'materially curtailed, as it 
seemed unwise under 
the 
circum- 


stances to indulge in any parade or 
fireworks. The usual literary 
exer- 
cises were held and were of more than 
usual Interest. Music in the parks and 
a regatta at Lake Merritt filled out 
the jest of the day, ana the citizens 
generally were satisfied with the com- 
memoration of our 
national 
anni- 
versary. 


"Preliminary steps are now in pro- 
gress for the celebration' of July 4. 
1907, in a manner befitting the metro- 
politan city which we have become. 


"In July a committee was appointed 


to secure -if possible better methods 
of disposing of the garbage and waste 
matter of the city, which committee 
is still at work.

the Hotel Metrbpole. 


CITY AND COUNTY. 


-"In September a joint committee of 


the Merchants' Exchange and Oakland 
Chamber ,of Commerce 'took up: the 
matter of the formation of a consoli- 
dated city and county government for 
the .city'of Oakland. .','Subsequently at 
the request: of-residents' of Fr'uityale, 
Piedmont' and 
Elmhurst an 
election 


was called to vote on the extension..of 
.the city limlUs /to San Leandro Creek. 
After five months' -work the election 
was held March 16, 1907, arid resulted 
in defeat of the proposition.

"Although defeated, the joint com-, 
mittee 'are not. discouraged. Wo are 
.glad that so many progressive citizens 
cast their votes in favor of the pro- 
position, and when the matter is again 
presented it: will bo carried, and Oak- 
land's boundaries will be enlarged. 
"In December .the 'State 'Assessors' 


Convention met in our rooms and' a 
successful, session was held.. 


LEGISLATIVE MATTERS. 


"During January and .February much 


time and effort was devoted to legis- 
lative maters,., as many measures were 
pending in which 'the merchants were 
interested. Fire Insurance, County Di- 
vision, Pure Food and Extension of 
the Statute of Limitations were es- 
pecially of Interest to the Merchants' 
Exchange. 
The bill extending 
the 


statute of limitations on open book 
accounts.from two years', as at present 
to four years became a law. A law 
was passed providing means for divi- 
sion of existing- counties arid the -for-- 
mntlon of hew counties. Laws, to se- 
cure -the .purity of foods and drugs 
were also enactecL Little if. any legis- 
lation on the subject of insurance re- 
ceived the approval of Governor Gil- 
lett. This is to be regretted, as the 
policy holders of this State are at the- 
absolute mercy of the-insurance cor- 
porations. 
The insurance companies 


of California do not-desire any legis- 
lation, and skilled, men .are ^ employed 
for the purpose of blocking: any meas- 
ures tending to restrict; the wishes of 
the Insurance Trust. The present poli- 
cies are full of .ambiguous and one- 
sided clauses and' conditions, and it is 
unfortunate that no Improvement can 
be looked for In the near future. 
The 


people, however, received one benefit 
by the enactment of a law,, permitting 
the formation of mutual flre Insur- 
ance companies. This law will allow 
the organization of companies on the 
mutual 'plan, thus enablng those de- 
siring Insurance to prevent unduly high 
rates. Thanks .should ba given jthe 
Legislature and Governor Glllett for 
this much needed law,.and"It" Is to be' 
hoped .that- It may be put to use In the 
near future. Three constitutional' am- 
endments, Intended' to. permit the'-for- 
mation of a consolidated 
city 
and 
county government for the: city of Oak- 
land were prepared and taken to Sac- 
ramento, but owing to various: causes 
failed of passage -by the Legislature. ' 
"Such In'brief are some'of the meas- 
ures -which occupied, the "time of the 
Exchange during the past. year 


CITY IMPROVEMENTS. 


"During the coming year the Mer- 


chants' Exchange will-favor city and 
county improvements In the broadest 
and best' sense. The. county Board of 
Supervisors should be

PRESIDENT'S FAULT. 


"Everyone has some

If he did not have it. He talks too 
much.

WORK OF CONGRESS. 


"During the last session of 
Con- 
gress there were Introduced. Into that 
body 34,565 bills. 
Only 
think what 


would have become of you had those 
bills been-passed.. But by good for- 
tune only. R3 6 of them became ' laws. 
Of these, there were 109 that were 
special bills for the building of bridges 
over rivers and other improvements, 
93 were for the 
government of 
the 


District 
of 
Columbia. Those 
bills 


which we did pass were In the Inter- 
est of the people. 
It Is the "wish of 


the people which controls Congress. 
As are the people so will be your rep- 
resentatives .In Congress. 


PEOPLE HpNEST. 


"After my long experience, t be- 
lieve the'great .majority of the people 
to be honest; that the;' want to do the 
right thing from conviction for virtue 
brings" its. own reward. 
While some 


fall, yet that is only a small percent- 
age. It'is. not 
eo great as it was 
when the Saviour was on earth, be- 
cause we read 
that Judas got 
his 


thirty pieces of: silver. I do know sen- 
ators and congressmen and I will say 
that I don't believe that there' is one- 
half of one per cent of them who have 
any other motive except patriotism to 
inspire them to the performance of 
their duty. 
' 


"It 3s fashionable to cast slurs on 


people in office. But slurs are rarely 
proof of guilt. There i» not a man 
living who does not w^nt the 
good 


wishes o£ the people and' when some 
men fall by the wayside, as .It Is •re- 
ported in the city across the bay, they 
will feel the 
humiliation and . those 
who keep their record clean will come 
out' with the respect and the esteem 
of the people. 


SYSTEM OF GOVERNMENT. 


"This Is no reflection on the system 
of government. It-Is like a hot box 
on' a train of cars: llt may delay us 
but eventually we move along as If 
nothing had-happened. We should not, 
therefore, 
condemn without. . hearing 
both sides of the case. 


MILLIONS FOR COUNTRY. 


"Congress is not" only the legislative 


body but also the provider of .the. na- 
tion. Think of the enormous amount 
of.'money :whlch'wa.B appropriated 'by 
the -last Congress. In the first .session, 
the last Congress appropriated $879,- 
000,000, and In the ^second session of 
the same ^ Congress;* there was made: 
an appropriation ;of 1(21,000,000, repre- 
senting an' outlay" fwj the'support of 
the government for.tipol rears, of one 
billion four hundred, and. eighty mil- 
lion dollars! 
Where'-iaw that money 


go? One hundred millions went to the 
navy to maintain" the "honor of our 
nation and eighty millions were ex- 
pended for the construction of har- 
bors,'fop the support of executive'de- 
partments, the • light-house service, 
the revenue cutter service and for a 
number .of purposes: which I can not 
mention at this time. , I don't think 
that the defalcation In the - govern- 
ment service amounts to one-tenth of 
one per cent and yet, the government 
has in, Its" employ over 209.000 per- 
sons. Ih the engineering department 
of the • government there aas been 
spent hundreds of million*; of. dollars 
for. Improvements of a. public char- 
acter In' the last seventy-five, year* 
and not • more than two people have 
proven recreant. In that corps, with 
Its great responsibility," the members 
are the soul of lionor and they did all 
that they could So to bring the of- 
fenders to Jnstlcft.

"Despite there being nothing done, 


our city has grown to be one of th« 
prettiest home cities on this coast of 
the Pacific. I have .always had great 
fnlth In the future and when the peo- 
pls voted for $3,000,000 
It 
showed 
that they used careful . and earneV 
thought. 
They will soon want that 


much expended, I hope. 


"Our city Is passing through the re- 


building stage. Every city has a re- 
building stage in their history. When 
I was In New York city, last summer, 
I saw million dollar houses and build- 
Ings being torn down. 
Streets were 


being taken up and replaced with 
pavements that were durable and ser- 
viceable. 
Sewers were being replaced 


anfl water mains with larger capacity 
\vere being laid In place of the old 
pipes. 
We are now passing through 


that state. 


TAVIN CITY. 


"I don't mean to say that we are 


going to outrise San Francisco, but 
to be a twin city to the one over the 
bay.

Merchants' Exchange.) 
"It is not a question of the people 


and money in our banks but the kind 
of people. 
We want to 
have 
the 


standard of public life, not to take 
the money that may have a stain upon 
it. Some of you people want to sae 
more skyscrapers. Never come to the 
time of skyscrapers will shut off the 
sky line. Let us see something else. 
Keep .us clean and allow us to have 
homes. 
Let this continue to be the 
home city and not only that but a 
metropolis besides. 
The bigger and 
better city should go together Instead 
of having It the reverse. 
I haven't 


really found any remarkable number 
of conversions since Oakland has tak- 
en steps of advancement. 
If you keep 


the Industrial and commercial end o£ 
the prosperity let It be good. 
Get 
prosperity that will do up good and 
make us proud." 


FRANK BttGEB. 


Frank Bllger, president 
of 
Oak- 
land Chamber of Commerce, was In- 
troduced and said: 


"The Invitation of 
your

through Mr. Walker, your secretary, 
couched In terms 
of 
sincerity and 
kindness as It was, brings me here this

Added to thlSi it Is said, is a suspicion 
upon itha'<part of- the French government 
that the negotiations now in progress 
between the United States and Germany 
relative to the tariff upon American goods

WASHINGTON, April 17—A state- 


ment from the commander of artillery 
district of Boston, that night exercises 
in connection with the approaching 
joint drills of the Massachusetts and 
the regular Coast Artillerymen next. 
July will be Impossible for lack of 
searchlights, has caused something of 
a sensation In military circles. It ap- 
t-ears that the success of the defensive- 
work of the great fortifications In Bos- 
ton harbor is entirely dependent upon 
the operation of 
three 
searchlights. 


These lights are declared by artill- 
erymen at the War Department to be 
inadequate iri view of the fact that the 
present standard cqast defense search- 
light -is sixty 
Inches 
in 
diameter, 


whereas those at Boston are but thirty- 
six Inches. 


General Murray, chief of artillery, j 


estimates that at the present rate of 
equipment more than seventeen years 
must elapse before all our coast de- 
fenses can be supplied with enough of 
thb sixty-Inch lights, to comply with 
the demands of modern artillery. 
The 


Taft board estimated that, nearly $4,- 
OOC',000 would be required to purchase 
the needed number of searchlights, but 
Congress appropriated $125,000 for one 
year's supply of lights.

This may be done with perfect 
safety to very young children, as they 
can neither strike back nor, having 
no teeth, bit the tongue.

Suit was instituted todav In the Ala- 


meda courts to recover $1000 from the 
Supreme Hive of the Ladles of the Mac- 
cabees in behalf of Captain Peler Han- 
sen of San Quentin whose son, Daniel C 
Hansen was killed In the fire and earth- 
quake of a year ago 
He was Insured 


for that amount and his wife who was 
the beneficiary under the original policy, 
died at the same time 
The heirs of 
Mis Hansen sued for the money In 111! 
nots and were giantod judgment for the 
amount of the policy 
There is no pre- 
sumption in the cistern btates that a 
vvoman would die before the man in a 
common cuastrophe 


It needb to be. proved to the jury or 


couit who hears the cise 
In this case 


there must have been sufficient proof 
In the mlndb of the Illinolb jurors to 
awaid the monej to Mrs Hansen s heirs 
The law In this State presumes that In 
such disasters where taan and wife both 
so down in death together the husband 
survives the longer as he is generullj the 
stronger of the two 


RETURNED FROM EAST. 


In this case Mrs Hansen i eturned from 
the east on trie Tuesday night before the 
earthquake 
She had been in the east for 
her health and was m a weakened condi- 
tion from the tup 
She engaged rooms 
with hei husband and little baby in a 
hotel on Fifth street in San Francisco, 
where everybody went down in death 
The only mean^ of identifying the re- 
mains which were mere charred bones 
was ov the sword Hansen had for he was 
an otticei In the navy and the rings on 
the hands of Mrs Hansen 


Attorney Charles G White, of this city 
this morning began the suit In behalf of 
the estate ot Daniel C Hansen to collect 


$1000 life Insurance upon the life of Mrs 
Hansen from the Supreme Hive of the 
Ladles of the Maccabees of the "World. 
Undei the terms of the Insurance policy 
the money would be due to Mr Hansen 
in case he survived his wife by the least 
fraction of time, otherwise the money 
would go to the heirs of Mrs Hansen 


ILLINOIS SUIT. 


Several weeks ago the heirs of Mrs 
Hansen began suit for the life insurance 
money in the State of Illinois -where they 
reside alleging that Mr Hansen did not 
outlive his wife 
The Ladies of the 
Maccabees paid the money into the court 
in Illinois and attempted by bill of Inter- 
pleader td force all the claimants to set- 
tle the matter In one suit In the Illinois 
court 
However, under the law of the 
State of Illinois the heirs of Daniel Han- 
Ben the husband would have to establish 
by direct proof the fact that he did ac- 
tually outlive his wife 
On the other hinQ under the law of 
the State of California it is provided that 
where a, man and woman died in a com- 
mon catastrophe in the absence of proof 
to the contrary the man is presumed to 
have outlived the woman 
This beine 
so the Macabees would in this Sta«e 
have to prove that Mrs Hansen did not 
die befoie her husband or pay the money 
to the heirs of Mr Hansen 


Attorney White savs that there is no 
doubt that his clients can recover under 
the laws of this State, and that in case 
the Maccabees do not prove in tile Illi- 
nois - jrt that Mr Hansen outlived his 
wife they will probably under the laws 
of lllonois have to pay the full amount 
also to the heirs of Mrs Hansen. 
Such a case as this does not occur 
once in ten thousand years, and Is at- 
tracting much interest among the law- 
yers of this city
